Claims 47-49 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowable 



2. The primary reason for the allowance of claims 47 and 49 is the inclusion of the 
limitations and the method step of means for performing printing in a printing 
mode including a first mode in which the printing head is caused to performed 
only the large ejection, a second printing mode in which the printing head is 
caused to performed only the small ejection, and a third printing mode in which 
the printing head is caused to performed both the large ejection and the small 
ejection. It is these limitations found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in 
the combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of 
record which makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
